One Of the many ey i; Ed- 
monton in summer time Js iis gardens, 


both fiewer and vegetable. ‘fhe rich 
black ¢yil and the long brigkt even- 
ings leni themselves readily to garden- 
ing as a recreation, and many of the 
leading citizens, prominent in business 
or the profess'pns, pride themselves on 
their fine celery, cauliflower and otner 
vegetables and on their beauiiful beds 
of flowers. The father of gardening in 
Edmonton is Denald Ross. Fis was the 
first igarden to produce early vege- 
tables for sale and to his reenhouses 

is chiefly due the early bloominz~ of 
flower veds in the town, aswell as (he 
pleatiful array of window plants, io be 
seen and the cut flowers which appear 
at all seasons suitable for ihe occasion. 

The greenhouse was the outgrowth of 
the market garden which Mr. Ross had 
conducted for a, number of years. 

‘The first zreenhdouse _ was built in 
1895, and the second in 1900. Each is 
0x12 feet. They lie alongside and 
are heated and watered from ithe same 
sources. Hot water pipes are laid 
throughout the length of beth build- 
ings. The water is heated ina 40 
house power bo'ler,—the boiler which 
wes used to furnish the power of the 
government saw mill which cat the 
lumber ior the police barracks at 
{wan river in 1875, and for the govern- 
ment buildings at Battleford m 1876-7. 
It was then set up inthe spruce woods 
on the north bank of che Shskatche- 
wan above the White Mud. The waiter 
for the boiler and for w atering the 
plants come’ frem a flowing well, the 


; water of which rises to a hizher level 


than the greenhouses. The flow is di- 

rected to barrels ‘standing in the 
greenhouse, where it is warmed frum 
the boiler, and is distributed, through 
both greenhouses by hose, 
pressure.

At present one of che greenhouses is 
chiefly devoted ce poi plants. The rea 
son for prepariny the bedding filants 
not having yet arrived. The flowers 
now coming on are cyclamen, cineraria, 
and calcelaria, These. are all in fine 
condition. The cyclamen aré just be- 
ginning to flower. Carnations, — roses 
and fuschias are in bloom for cutting. 
There are also erysanthenums, Chinese 
primroses, geraniu:ns: of all varicties 
including pansy, foliage and . scented, 
eactus, foliage plants, ‘ferns «small, 
large ani for hanging baskets, other- 
wise maiden hair, plumesa and spring- 
eria. 

The second greenhouse is at present 
chieZliy devoted to leiiuce beds, the 
plants coming on nicely. After let- 
tuce becomes availabje in the gardens 
the beds in ihe green house which li 
now occupies wili be devoted ta cucum- 
bers and tomatoes.. ‘ 

Mr. Ross knows ro‘hing of gardening 
or greenhouse culture excep: what he 
has learned by experience during his 
long residence in Edmonton. But 
what is learned by experience 1s learn- 
ed well, and (Mr. Ross has made jhis 
garden and his greenhouses a success 
for himself and a credit. to the _ dis-
